They said so certain la Fort Norman 
to be one of the big oil fielde of the 
continent that the Hudson’s Bay 
Company ta to start drilling them 
thia Summer on some of its lands. 

Oil Murat Surprises. 

While the gangs were drilling, they 
laid off work one Saturday night for 
over Sunday, having no Idea that 
they were near oil. On Sunday, the 
oil suddenly burst through, and shot 
up In a gusher of such force that It 
wrecked the house. Surprised this 
wey. the crew had no cap ready. 
They managed to choke it for a 
while, but before the plug could be 
I completed she blew again. The oil 
^outpouring was finally stopped by a 
large wooden stopper. 

The oil that has been coming out 
so far has been very light. Mr. Col¬ 
ley said. At 68 degree below sero it 
was as thin as coal o|t, *nd when 
drained through a mooaehtde would 
run a gasoline engine. 

Shale Cliffs Afirt. 

OH under the surface of the ground 
seems to be so plentiful that it is 
oozing out of the ground in three 
places near ths Colley claim* 

The party saw the famous burning, 
oil chaies of the Mackenzie River 
which have been glowing like an Im¬ 
mense furnace since the time Mac¬ 
kensie first wrote about them. At 
one place the whole river cliff was 
like, a glowing coal. Indians think It! 
a supernatural manifestation. It is, 
thought that the shales there were so 
highly charged with oil that there 
was spontaneous combustion. Ths 
supply of oil to keep this mass glow¬ 
ing decade after decade seems never 
to become exhausted. 

it took tike party two weeks to 
stake their claims. Lines had to be 
cut through willow thickets and at 
one place It took thirty-four hours 
to cut through one and one-quarter 
miles. Some atampedera havJ not 
been bothering about cutting lines,, 
but it is thought they will get into 
trouble as claims not so marked will 
overlap. 

Meet Summer Rush. 

The Victoria party left Victoria on 
January 9 after the first reports of 
Fort Norman oil began to corns 
through. On their way out making 
their stakings they met the van of 
ths Summer rush going In. Mount¬ 
ed police are regulating travel and 
seeing that all have proper supplies 
so that there will be no bones left 
along tho trail. 

Colley and his men went'by White- 
horse and completed their outfitting 
st the mouth of Roe* River, the last 
trading post. Their Journey was de¬ 
layed by fierce storm* st the head of 
Ross River and at the head o{ Gravel 
River. On 300 miles of the Journey 
game was so scarce that three dogs 
died and three more had to be traded 
off. During the last few days th« 
men had to carry their supplies on 
their own hack* and on the backs of 
a few of the strong dog* 

The trip out was made mostly on 
water, by canoe, raft, launch and 
steamer. They covered 4,800 mile* 


Tnjr’fhe cotie we worn compelled to 
beat a hasty retreat, ao Intense was 
the heat 

"When you are out exploring." 
added Misa Clemens, "you must not 
be worried about difficulties or dan¬ 
gers. so we resolved to make an¬ 
other effort. On thia occasion we 
were more successful. My friend. 
Who was a skilled p ho t o gr apher, got 
well up to the brim of the crater. 1 
followed, and on reaching the cup 
was agreeably, surprised to ere some 
distance down a kind of ledge, which 
must have been about a mile in cir¬ 
cumference. Raving tested the so¬ 
lidity of the ladge. I resolved to lower 
the photographer down. 

“Happily the footing was good, and 
by some happy circumstance the 
heat waves were not coming In Qgr 
direction. 

Sea of Fire 

"To have reached the brim in safe¬ 
ty and to have an opportunity of 
gaslng into that yawning sea of fire 
acted as a lure. Far below was what 
I can only describe as a wild, tem¬ 
pestuous sea of fire, rolling anti lash¬ 
ing Itself against what appeared to 
be black islands of solidified lava. 

"In every respect, apart fromkthe 
color effect* the scene reseraflhed 
that of a stormy sea, with the wjhres 
leaping and lashing against a rock- 
bound coast." 

Miss Clemens made another equally 
daring trip during her exploring 
tour In the Hawaiian Islands. A won¬ 
derful mountain, which surpasses the 
beauty of the great canyon of Col¬ 
orado in point of color and pictur¬ 
esque setting, is situated on the inl¬ 
and of Kauai, the most northerly of 
the Hawaiian group. 

“Very few people,” said Miss 
Clemens, “sail over to this Island. 
vfd fewer care to risk k Journey to 
the canyon. My guide on this occa¬ 
sion was a Portuguese boy. Our 1 
mounts were sure-footed ponies , 
customed to the dangers of moun¬ 
taineering. The ascent was made 
with encouraging success. 

'The slippery, slimy nature of the 
soli on that narrow ledge where two 
people could not pass was fraught 
with the greatest danger, for the 
slightest swerve on the part of either 
rider, or horss would have meant 
that the guide and I would have 
been dashed to pieces. 

"Not in all my travels have 1 
gazed upon such a wonderful pan¬ 
orama of Nature. The beauty of the 
flowers, the richness of the vegeta¬ 
tion and the ever-changing colors 
on the mountain summit repaid the 
hazardous work of the ascent." 

Another equally thrilling episode in 
the active life of this intrepid ex¬ 
plorer was her visit to the greatest 
extinct crater In the world. Miss 


boy of fourteen and a school friend, 
ascen d ed that wonderful mountain. 

Haleakala. which, being interpreted, 
means 'The House Built by the Sea." 

"That was a great trip,” explained 
Miss Clemens. "We had left all for¬ 
mer lines of communication. My 
horse slipped and before l was aware . 
of It we were In the rearing stream. 
Happily the horse remained under ^ 
nr, but soon t wax compelled to get 
off my mount. 

"I tied the halter rope of the horse 
around my waist and was led on Un¬ 
til near the summit. 

-At this stage We were startled by 
a roaring sound as of a mighty wind, 
but ‘soon we discovered that it was 
simply the rushing of one of the 
mammoth waterfalls. Darkness came 
upon us, and, following the ditch 
trail was now a perilous undertak¬ 
ing. Suddenly there was a great 
landslide, and the ground beneath 
us dived across what appeared to 
be a rushing torrent, landing us in 
a miraculous manner upon a safe 
part of the crater, where we re¬ 
mained until daylight permitted us 
to get in touch with one of the Jap¬ 
anese guides, who lives far up in 
this Isolated region -of the Hawaiian. 
Islands.’’—Tit-Bits.

But now that 
I was in the danger sons there must 
be no turning back. 

"Suddenly I heard a hissing sound, 
and. listening intently. 1 concluded 
that It was coming from a little hill 
not far off. At this point, curiously 
enough, there was a wealth of vege¬ 
tation. Mid «r7 ventured nearer and 
nearer 1 observed lava flowing down 
the alopfa among ths traps.
